Extract of a Letter from W, Le Poer Trench, Esq. Secretary to the Board 
of Customs, Ireland, to William Gregory, Esq. Under Secretary of State, 
Ireland. 

Custom House, Dublin, 14 June 1823. 

THE Commissioners of His Majesty’s Customs having received your letter, trans- 
muting copy of an Order of the House of Commons, dated 21st ulf>, requiring 
accounts of the average price of all sorts of Grain ; I am directed to acquaint you, that 
with respect to the Returns of the prices of all kinds of Grain, I am to state, that in 
June 1818, the Returns which had theretofore been made by the several collectors to 
the regtster of corn returns, of the average price of Corn, were discontinued, it appear- 
ing that they were no longer necessary, the prices which regulated the importation of 
Corn, being from the alteration of the law, regulated by returns made from British ports 
only, and the ports being opened at all times for the exportation of Corn, that there is 
not therefore any officer here who can prepare the Returns required ; but the Board 
have issued orders to their several collectors to apply to the proper Magistrate at their 
respective ports, to furnish them with the necessary information forthwith; and if it 
can be so obtained, no time shall be lost in preparing and forwarding the required 
Returns.
